The first portion of the protest will 
begin at the State Capitol at Colfax and Sherman from 8:30 am until 11:30. Facebook indicates they intend on 
conducting a peaceful protest. Their goal is to bring attention to the violence occurring to Ethiopians in Saudi Arabia. 


The second portion of the protest involves the group meeting in front of Channel 7 News located at Speer and Lincoln St. 
They plan to march northbound on Lincoln Street on the sidewalk to the 1400 block of Lincoln Street, where the group will 
stage a stationary protest. Source indicates they will remain there for approximately 1 hour and then disperse. The group 
reports they are protesting because the news media does not report the atrocities that are being committed in Saudi 
Arabia against Ethiopian refugees and they want to raise awareness. 


Ethiopian Community members have staged similar protests in U.S. Cities as well as around the world: Dallas, Manitoba, 
Vancouver, Edmonton, Sioux Falls, Los Angeles, Australia, Chicago, Tel-Aviv, Ireland, New York, Vienna, Austria, Rome, 
Italy, Frankfurt, France, London, Washington DC, Atlanta, Minnesota, Toronto, Seattle, South Korea, Stockholm, and 
Calgary. 


The previously listed protests have all been documented with video footage and posted to YouTube.com. Common 
themes in all videos are: loud speakers, flags, signs, chanting. There were two instances where police asked the crowd 
to move and both times the crowd complied with these orders. Most of the protests/marches have occurred on the 
sidewalk, although protests in Stockholm, Tel-Aviv, and Seattle appeared to be in the street. Some of the protests had 
“leaders” wearing yellow traffic vests that ensured the protesters stayed out of the street. 


At this time, there is no indication the protesters intend to interfere with police or citizens

They also talked about sneaking this information inside the Tattered Cover onto the 
shelves. 

Nikko Seiwald posted information about the Internal Affairs Bureau coming to interview him about the last march. There 
are several anti-police comments posted. 

New facebook post about the importance of documenting the event on December 5 th . It appears as though they plan to 
stream the event from video poles: 

“This is for those documenting what is happening. Hopefully EVERYONE sees a NEED to document and can make 
themselves prepared. The pole will get over the heads of and around police obscuring vision by creating a line in front. 
Video poles in the 2nd rank can reach over heads and stay protected.

Kay Trick posted: “I have an idea. I’m not sure how successful it would be. After marching in Denver on November 5, I 
realized afterwards that I felt like we were walking AWAY from the police. I am interested in circling up, possibly in an 
intersection, and looking at the police while we advocate for decreased corruption. I wonder if the arrest rate will be 
higher, lower, or the same. ’’
